7. To see if the town will vote to let the Grange 
have the use of the Town Hall the same as last year. 

8. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid. 

9. To see if the town will vote to place an Electric 
Light on street in front of Mrs. Cheney’s house. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $300.00 to renovate the interior of Town Hall. 

11. To see what action the Town will take to con- 
ditionally close the old New Boston road from road lead- 
ing to Douglas Camp to the New Boston line.

Report of Selectmen 


In submitting this report to the citizens of our 
town, it is fitting that a mention and record should be 
made of the untimely passing of our moderator and se- 
lectman, Frank O. Lamson, a worthy citizen and faithful 
official. 

His death left a vacancy at a time all plans for the 
towns work had been made but none carried out. Mr. 
Raymond and I were unable to agree on the selection of 
his successor and I had to appeal to the courts for ac- 
tion. I have assumed all obligations for this and no ex- 
pense has been charged to the town. 

The Washout in the spring 1924 incurred an extra 
expense which, however, has been offset by a lessened 
cost of breaking roads this winter. In spite of a great 
loss of time due to the washout, our road agent scraped 
every town road. Has this ever been accomplished be- 
fore in one season? ? 

The cutting of our pine lots and the Forest Class- 
ification Law will still further reduce the valuation of 
real estate for taxation purposes and only the strictest 
economy, efficiency and modern implements, and 
methods in carrying on the town’s work can keep the. 
tax rate within the limit of normalcy and still keep up 
the repairs on roads and buildings. 

Realizing the inconveniency if not danger of leav- 
ing a part of the Big Hill Road unfinished, I first se- 
cured approval of a special Town meeting and then ap- 
plied to the State Highway Commission to be allowed to 
complete the job’ in one season. The permission was 
readily granted and a road was constructed, starting at 
the Parker place to 250 feet South of the entrance to 
the Dunlop place, 950 feet in all. South of this the road 
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was resurfaced to the point where the road,was built 
in: 1919, e | 

The cost of constructing the new road is $2184.36. 
The road was built with the labor of town people and ‘ 
Ford ton trucks as the means of transportating gravel. 
Two knolls were plowed up and carried off. In one 
place a filling of over four feet had to be put in. There 
are 3 different stretches of stone base laid 2 feet deep 
and tapering to meet or stone trenches built to connect 
with the main ditches. The filling was covered with 10 
inches of gravel. 


Compare the cost of this road with the lower part of 
the Hill, built in 1919, 650 feet of road with a six inch 
gravel cover. And the cost was $4165.16. This road 
was built by contract labor and without the supervision 
of a town representative. 


Compare and be sane and just. Team owners for- 
get your prejudices. Horses can not compete with 
gasoline in our hills or on any long haul. Get together 
and boost our town. Help to make it attractive. Take 
advantage of the natural opportunities we have. Thus 
we will attract people to locate and to build here. It 
will increase the valuation of taxable property, conse- 
quently reduce the taxation. It will give greater op- 
portunity for employment and thus increase the pros- 
perity in general. 

For the first time a permanent record has been kept 
of all payments ordered by the Selectmen. The ad- 
vantage of this is obvious and I recommend that the 
town by vote makes a continuance of this practice com- 
pulsory. 

In conclusion I wish to thank Citizens for their 
support and cooperation. In the name of the town I 
thank Mr. Arthur F. Stearns for contributing filling ma- 
terials and paying the cost of building the stone wall, 
supporting the sidewalk in front of his property. I

Daland Memorial Library 


The librarian of the Daland Library submits the 
following report. For the year ending February 1, 1925 
the output of books loaned was 3941 against 3934 the 
previous year. As there were, however, very few vis- 
itors in the village last summer this really was a gain 
in the number of our own readers. The largest number 
of books given out in one day was 91, the smallest 15. 
One hundred and forty new books were added to our 
shelves, most of them given by the friends who so 
kindly remember our needs from year to year Messrs 
Wellington, Hubbard, Bancroft, Peck and Sawyer, Mrs. 
Boutwell and Mrs. Champion, Zenas Colt and others 
from the Stearns School. George Kittredge Jr., and 
Martha Stucklen gave books for the juvenile shelves. 
About 50 books for children were added from the town 
appropriation. This also provides Harpers Century, 
Worlds Work, Ladies Home Journal and St. Nicholas, 
and Mr. Wellington sends “Asia,” Mrs. Cranshaw sends 
“Daughters of the American Revolution,” Miss Emma 
Flint “Our World.” For newspapers we have The 
Milford Cabinet, Breeder’s Gazette, Christian Science 
Monitor, Farm Bureau News, and The Dearborn Inde- 
pendent, all contributed, so our reading table is very 
well supplied. 

More books have been removed from the stacks, 
totally beyond repair, than have been added. The Da- 
land trustees had over 30 books rebound, making them 
more attractive than when new. The past year’s maga- 
zines are sent to the Nashua hospitals and to people in 
isolated homes who gladly welcome them, and the dis- 
carded books are disposed of in the same way. The 
Library has been fortunate this year in receiving a

number of gifts: From Mr. Orren Hubbard ten vol- 
umes of Harpers’ Encyclopedia of United States His- 
tory, a valuable set for reference; from Mrs. Thomas 
Winters a bust of Beethoven; from the Daland trustees 
an interesting collection of sheet music used by the 
Hutchinson family in the concerts given by them in this 
country and overseas. In this connection the Librarian 
wishes to make another plea for articles to fill the empty 
case in the corner of the Library. Almost every small 
town library has a collection of old time articles given 
or loaned to the library. Why cannot we do the same? 
With many thanks for favors received, but, like 
Oliver Twist, still asking or hoping for more, this re- 
port is respectfully submitted by the Librarian.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report, which 1s 
the 8th in the series of such reports. 


Organization of Supervisory Union No. 40 


The grouping of school districts is the same as ar- 
ranged in 1919 when this union was formed. Appor- 
tionment of joint expenses has been changed to be as 
follows: Amherst, one-fourth; Brookline, one-tenth, 
(was one-sixth)? Milford, six-tenths, (was one-half) ; 
Mont Vernon, one-twentieth, (was one-twelfth). 


Teachers and Instruction 


The village two-room school easily accommodates 
all pupils except four in the west part of the town for 
whom tuition at the Johnson Corner School at Lynde- 
boro is more convenient and no more expensive than 
transportation would be. At the village, Mrs.-Grace P. 
Hadley is serving her fourth year in the upper room, 
having charge of grades V, VI, VII and VIII as here- 
tofore. In the lower room-grades I, II, III, IV, Miss 
Alice J. Taggart of Manchester, a graduate of the State 
Normal School at Keene, has replaced Mrs. Hooper. 


Enrollment and Attendance 


In addition to the thirty-five pupils at the village 
school, and four at Johnson Corner, there are two attend- 
ing Stearns School, two at Amherst High, and five at 
Milford High, making a total of forty-eight. 

The number of pupils registered on January 31 
has been almost constant for the last eight years, vary- 
ing only from 34 to 36. A very marked improvement 
in number of tardinesses is indicated in the drop from 
620 in 1917-18 to 7 last year. Per cent of attendance’ 
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has been above 90% for the last four years. Such re- 
cords indicate a good cooperative spirit on the part of 
all concerned. 

The tuition rate at Milford High is $75 per year. 
The maximum which Mont Vernon may pay without 
special vote is $70. It seems both reasonable and wise 
that the Mont Vernon School district should this year 
vote’ to pay the full amount of $75 which is actually less 
than the average cost per pupil in any high school in 
New Hampshire. For 1923-24 this cost was $102.55 in 
Milford High and $157.72 in Amherst High.

| Buildings and Equipment 
During the summer of 1924 the village building 
was somewhat extensively repaired. In the lower room 
a dummy partition was built, providing a pupils’ coat 
room on one side and blackboard area on the other. 
This arrangement furnished a warm, safe place for 
coats, hats and dinnerboxes, brings the slate black- 
boards much nearer to the pupils, and frees the old en- ; 
try for a woodshed. Considerable interior painting has 
been done, as well as window sashes outside. Door 
locks have been fixed to meet the State law with respect 
to fire. This coming year funds should be provided 
to finish painting the exterior of the building, and to 
improve heating conditions. A modern school room 
heating plant might well be purchased to heat both 
rooms from one furnace. 


Health 


The annual medical inspection has been made with 
results shown in the reports of Doctor and Nurse. 

In last year’s report the desirability of a warm 
lunch and noon hour supervision was explained. It is 
very gratifying to report that an excellent beginning 
has been made. Since cold weather arrived the pupils 
have been served a hot dish each day with their noon 
lunch. This has been accomplished through the public 
mindedness of a group of ladies in the community. 
Their voluntary services might now very well be re- 
warded by the District and funds appropriated to cover 
the cost. 


Teachers’ Institute 
Every fall Commissioner E. W. Butterfield, execu- 
tive officer of the State Board of Education, arranges a 
series of rural teachers’ institutes throughout the state. 
The topics discussed concern subject matter and class 
room procedure and thus furnish a practical program 
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for improvement of rural and small village schools. 
On Septembet 17, 1924, Mont Vernon had such an in- 
stitute at which teachers were present from nearly ev- 
ery town within a convenient distance. Speakers on the 
program included Deputy Commissioner May, Mr. Rob- 
erts of Keene Normal School, Supt. Moore of Hampton 
and Supt. Towle of Exeter. During the recess between 
the morfning and afternoon sessions a most excellent 
dinner was served by the Mont Vernon ladies.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, 
Mont Vernon,.N. H. 


The following is my second report of the health 
work in the Mont Vernon Schools, it being the fifth 
year of this work in the schools. 

The medical inspection was carried on early in the 
fall. At this time a change was made in the usual 
routine. In place of the eye and ear examination Dr. 
Burns substituted an examination of the chest. The 
eyes and ears were later examined by the nurse. The 
chest examination is a step forward in the school health 
work and should be helpful to the parents. 

There is a good spirit of cooperation among the 
parents, most of whom are anxious to do what they can 
to have their children in good physical condition. In the 
year’s interval between examinations the majority of pu- 
pils made good progress. There are still five pupils 
who are unvaccinated without proper excuse. 

We have again been fortunate in avoiding any se- 
rious epidemics and hope that our good fortune will 
continue. 

Dr. Burns’ report on the next page gives in tabulated 
form the results of the examination.
